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Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments filed October 12, 2001 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

2. In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of obviousness is 
based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must be recognized that any judgment on 
obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But so 
long as it takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the 
time the claimed invention was made, and does not include knowledge gleaned only from the 
applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 
170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971). 

In this instance, Morin specifically teaches a computer speech recognition system which 
receives speech input from the user, processes the speech input and determines if the speech 
input is related or representative of valid commands, and identifies to the user said valid system 
commands applicable to a computer application or program (col. 19, line 20 - col. 20, line 64). 
Morin also teaches that one advantage of the system is that is allows users who are unfamiliar 
with available commands of an application to progressively build sentences which will have 
meaning to the application (col. 1, lines 15-20).
